LET US RBASON TOGETHER. 

This proposition fs indisputable: The suc- 
cess of the Republican party next November 
depends upon unity and harmony. It must 
make the Presidential contest against odds. 
Count 138 Electoral yotes—the solid South 
for the Democratic nominee, be he good or 
be he bad, and Wi remain to be fought for. 
Of these the Democratic party requires but 
47 to win, while the Republican party must 
secure 185 or fail. Not to nominate the 
strongest man is to court defeat. Not to de- 
liberate ealinly, not to act with the greatest 
attainable degree of caution and cireumspec- 
tion, is to rush on almost certain disaster. 
Not to throw heat and passion and mere 
persona! partisanship to the dogs is to go 
into the battle disorganized and demoralized, 
and thus to tempt a Waterloo defeat, 

Admitting, for the sake of argument, that 
without a contest for the nomination Gen, 
Grant would have been strong, is there one 
among all the managers so politically blind 
as to claim that he is strong in spite of the 
tremendous opposition evoked and developed 
by his candidacy? The spontaneous sup- 
port of 4 candidate is evidence of his availa- 
bility. But no support could possibly be less 
spontaneous than that accorded to Gen. 
Grant. Allthe machinery of politics has 
been strained to its utmost tension to secure 
and bind delegates to the ex-President. 
Party leaders have bent all their energies to 
this end, and used the party whip savagely 
upon their official dependents to force them 
inte the ranks of ir third-term followers. 
Every trick known. to politics has been re- 
sorted to to swell the column of third-term 
delegates, And as success seemed more and 
more doubtful the measures to force success 
have become mort and more rigorous. 

In New York and Pennsylvania, Conven- 
tions were forced early to forestall public 
‘sentiment. But it was not deemed necessary 
then to deprive Congressional constituen- 
cies of the right to name their own dele- 
gates. It was enough to gag them with in- 
structions and the unit rule. 

As time wore on, however, and the opposi- 
tion to a third term became more pronounced, 
the Senatorial Syndicate became more au- 
dacious, until in Illinois they ordered a bolt 
in Cook County to avert an adverse majority 
in the State Convention, and then by virtue 
of the dishonest power thus acquired pro- 
ceeded ruthlesly to disfranchise a majority 
of the Congressional districts of the State! 

Here, then, in the homeof the ex-Presi- 
dent the scheme of his managers to force his 
nomination against the indignant protest of 
two-thirds of the Republicans of the covn- 
try,—here in the very centre of the column 
of* Republican States, this scheme reached 
the acme of its infamy! 

Can success iu the election follow such 
methods adopted to secure the nomination ? 
This is the question delegates should con- 
sider. It is idle to say that the bitterness of 
the canvass will vanish on the heels of the 
result. There is a principle involved,—op- 
position to a third term for any man. The 
present canvass is not te be judged by any 
former contest for the Presidential nomina- 
tion. It is the first time that any man has 
sought a third term of the Presidency. The 
contest in favor of Gen. Grant may be pure- 
ly personal; it is purely personal unfortu- 
nately. But the contest against him is not 
personal at all. It is this circumstance 
which renders all calculations based on pre- 
vious contests as to the effect of the ex-Presi- 
dent’s renomination abortive. There has 
never been à parallel case. Hence the as- 
sum ption that all will be peace and harmony 
as soon as the nominating contest is over has 
nothing whatever to rest upon. 

The nomination of any man for a third 
term would, under any circumstances, be an 
exceedingly dangerous experiment. The nom- 
ination of any man for a third term against 
the odds of 138 Electoral votes sure for bis 
opponent would be a still more dangerous 
experiment. The nomination of Gen. Grant 
for a third term in the face of the most bitter 
hostility ever displayed towards a Presi- 
dential candidate would be flying tn the face 
of political providence,—an evidence of equal 
proportions of recklesness and audacity com- 
bined. 

Let delegates as they assemble in Chicago 
ponder these things. The honor of the Re- 
publican party is.confided to their care. Its 
future depends upon them. They may mar 
or make its fortunes, may prolong its life or 
cut it short. If it goes down with the ex- 
President at its head, it will be buried under 
the third-term ignominy, and there will be no 
resurrection for it. Republicans do not care 
to have a nomination carried through with 
shouts; they requirea nominee for whom 
they can shout heartily and with a will from 
the beginning to the end of the campaign.

That is the indignation which will be ex- 
pressed at the Wednesday evening meeting. 
It is an indignation which will meet with sym- 
pathy from the representatives of every other 
Congressional district in the land. Even in 
Pennsylvania and New York each Con- 
gressional district was allowed to select 
its own delegates, and in all the 
United States no attempt was made 
to take from a Congressional district 
its right to appoint its own delegates, except 
in the case of one district in Kansas. In 
Ohio éach district appointed its own dele- 
gates; the same in Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts; the same in Wisconsin and Iowa. 
Indiana, Iowa, Minnesota, Michigan, and 
Ohio, The State Conventions had all large 
anti-Grant majorities, but no one proposed 
to take from each district its right to select 
its own delegates. 

In IIlinois in 1876 the State Convention was 
overwhelmingly in favor of Blaine, but the 
several districts elected their own delegates, 
and in some of them anti-Blaine delegates 
were appointed, and they voted against 
Blaine at Cincinnati. . 

Logan in his speech actually cited the 
action of the Lilinois Convention in 1876, and 
the fact that several delegates voted agaitist 
Blaine, as a reason why the districts should 
not be allowed to choose their own dele 
gates! He “ wanted no more divided dele- 
gations,” and he insisted upon appointing 
the whole forty-two delegates of his own 
selection, no matter about the sentiments and 
wishes of the Congressional districts, 

The Republiean party of the United States, 
represented at the Convention in Cincinnati 
four years ago, repudiated unanimously the 
theory that this is a Government of States,“ 
and declared emphatically that The United 
States of America is a Nation, not a league.“ 
Now we have the hitherto unheard-of dec- 
laration that the Republican Convention is to 
be “a Convention of States,” and not a Na- 
tional Convention. The doctrine of State- 
sovereignty is to be made the cerner-stone of 
the Republican party. If the will of Logan 
prevails, the Convention is to represent 
“States,” and not the party; it is to repre- 
sent States, and not the Republican voters of 
the country. So declares the Boss. 

The only “Conventions of States” ever 
held in this country were those held before 
the adoption of the Federal Constitution. 
In those “Conventions of States the equal- 
ity of the States was recognized and preserved. 
Being Conventions of States,” they repre- 
sented equal sovereignties, and each State 
had an equal vote. Population and nation- 
ality were all ignored, and the Conventions 
recognizing States as units of representation, 
all the States had an equal representation,— 
two votes each. Since the Constitution 
was adopted in 1787, no “Convention of 
States has been held, and representation 
has been National, every voter having his 
right to be heard. The attempt of Logan to 
adopt the State-soverelguty plan of voting 
in the Conventions of the Republiean party 
wil be repudiated by the Republicans of the 
United States with hearty unanimity. Let 
no Convention invite the defeat of its candi- 
dates and defeat of the party by denying the 
Nationality of the Republican party.

MORE OF SHERMAN’S VAGUE ron. 
The New York Nation, which has been 
the foremost among the New York organs 
of the monometalists in demanding the de- 
monetization of silver and the repeal of the 
legal-tender qualities of the greenback, has 
gradually discovered the fallacy of its own 
positions. So long as the Nation discussed 
the question it saw no defect in its own logic; 
but when Secretary Sherman made the same 
arguments in his recent speech at the dinner 
of the New York Chamber of Commierce the 
defects in that logic became very striking. 
Thus. Secretary Sherman told the mer- 
chants at the dinner that a sound currency“ 
was indispensable, and proceeded to define a 


sound currency in the following manner: 


A sound currency is one of the chief blessings 
of any country. But what is a sound curreney? 
Is it one of gold, or is it of d and silver, or is 
it one of either or both metals, supplemented by 
pa money issued bY the Government or by 

vate corporations? Itake it that you mean 

y a sound currency a mixed currency of both 
coin and paper. But few in our day would be 
willing to dispense with paper money. It is as 
necessary in modern commerce as billsof ex- 
change and drafts, but it must always be re- 
deemable, and prumptiy redeemed on demand. 
in this sense our paper money, since Jan. 1, 1870 
has been a sound currency. . .. Lam oneo 
those who believe that a portion of this paper 
money can properly and profitably be issued by 
the Government, but it should be carefully lim- 
ited in amount and so guarded coin reserves 
that it will be, without doubt or question, al < 
maintained at par. And this 9 dollar should 
have no false nse about it. It should be 
what it purports to be: a promise to pay money 
and nothing more, depen ing for its credit and 
value only upon the sure and prompt fulfiliment 
of that promise on demand. © want no“ Hat 
money; but we want coin and paper money that 
rests upon the secured promise of the Govern- 
ment or of corporations that it can be converted 
into coin when 


This definition of a sound currency, so far 
as it consists of paper, says that the note 
must be “a promise to pay money and nothing 
more, depending for its credit and value 
only upon the sure and prompt fulfill- 
ment of that promise on demand.” This 
means that greenbacks shall not be legal- 
tender. The Nation, however, does not un- 
derstand how the Government can issue 
paper money, and mainjain a limit as to its 
amount, and keep up the coin reserves to 
the desired amount. Upon this point the 
Nation declares Mr. Sherman guilty of 
“ vagueness and uncertainty,” and it frankly 
tells the Secretary that what the commercial 
world wishes to know is, how in a political 
community like this sueh a currency could 
be made safe. A speech from Mr. Sherman 
on this point would be a very valuable con- 
tribution to the literature of the curreticy 
campaign, and we trust he will either make 
one or issue a pamphlet containing his views 
on the subject from his Literary Bureau.” 

The Nation, recognizing the impossibility 
of maintaining a National paper money that 
is not at the same time a legal-tender,.point- 
edly repudiates Sherman’s idea of being 
able to maintain a non-legal-tender paper 
currency in time of stress or commercial 
panic, and therefore insists that, if the green- 
backs be stripped of their legal-tender char- 
acter, they shall also be retired altogether, 
and this would undoubtedly be Sherman’s 
position if he were not a candidate for the 
Presidency. This is. shown by the position 
of Mr. Hayes in hig message to Congress 
last December. In his report Sherman rec- 
ommended the demonetization of all the 
greenbacks anq; their contraction by 50 mill- 
ions, The President, more logical, said that 
if the greenbacks were to be deprived of 
their legal-tender quality they should all be 
retired.

The fact is, the original blindness to es- 
tablished facts still governs at Washington 
and in Wall street. The attempt to bridge 
over the abolition of all legal-tender paper 
by the issue of a so-called National note pay- 
able on demand, and not a legal-tender, is 
one of those absurdities long since aban- 
doned by every commercial nation in the 
world. 

The fact is notorious, and the proof of it is 
within reach of any public man, that there 
is not an important nation in the world 
which has a gold coinage which is not com- 
pelled also to keepa stock of legal-tender 
paper or a stock of legal-tender silver. In no 
instance is there an attempt to have an ex- 
clusive legal-tender currency of gold. Wher- 
ever the attempt has been made it has had to 
be abandoned. In every case there is, in ad- 
dition to the gold, a supply of legal-tender 
paper or legal-tender silver, or both. No 
wonder the Nation says that the Secretary 
spoke to an audience every member of 
which knew his plan to be futile. 

If this demonstrated fact, one established 
by the experience of mankind, and which it 
has cost so much to beat into the brains of 
Governments, was only considered and ac- 
cepted by our Government, free of all Presi- 
dential booms, the silver and the legal-tender 
greenback questions would admit of a speedy 
and intelligent solution. There must be legal- 
tender money. In no nation of any commer- 
cial magnitude is it possible to supply that 
legal-tender money in gold alone; and,

It is undisputed that all 
of these except the Seventh, Eighth, and Four- 
teenth Districts sent anti-Grant delegations to 
Springfield, who selected anti-Grant del- 
egates to the National Convention. In other 
words, the districts that were Republican in 1876 
stand eight to three against the third term. 
These eight districta were carried. for the Re- 
publican candidates by a total majority of 
20,338 over the total vote of the next highest 
candidates opposing, while the three Grant dis- 
triots gave a majority of 5,728. How far the 
party is indebted to these eight districts for the 
preservation of the State to the Republicans 
that year is sufficiently apparent when it is re- 
membered that the majority for Mr. Hayes in 
the State was but 19,631. 

In 1878 seven of these eight districts returned 
Republican members, with a total majority of 
28,727 over the next highest candidates opposing, 
while the remaining five districts that elected 
Republicans that year gave a total majority of 
14,004 over the next highest opposing candidates, 

These figures show the extent to which the 
party strongholds in the State were bulldosed 
and robbed of their politica] liderties by a coali- 
tion between a minority of the Republican and 
the avowed Democratic districts. dis- 
franchised districts owe it ag a duty & their Re- 
publicanism to condemn thesé practices in their 
own party with the same spirit and 
with which they do the like methods that have 
prevailed in the South.

THE HOUSE. 
ITS PLAN AND APPOINTMENTS. 

This bandsome mansion, so recently com- 
pleted and so pleasantly thrown open to hun- 
dreds of Chicago's best society last even ing, oo- 
cupies, With the lot on which it stands, fully one- 
haif of the bloek bounded by Rush, Haron, Pine, 
and Erie strects. It faces on Rush street, a 
large lawn extending on the north to Huron and 
on the south to Erie. The house i three stories 
high, is built of Lake Superior sandstone, and 
forms, with its massive and impressive brown, a 
rich piece of heavy German Renaissance, some- 
what sombre, ft may be, but solid and 
substantial all through, and worthy to 
be put down as chief of the many 
private residences whieh bave made Chi- 
cago noted as a city where not only solidity and 
wealth but genuine art taste prevail,—such, for 
instance, as the homes of Perry H. Smith George

Ascending the broad sandstone steps at the 
Rush street entrance and entering the lobby 
past heavy mahogony doors, one is ushered into

It was known, too, that in addition to the re- 
ceipts of the day large quantities of grain are 
standing on track waiting for storage room. 
This weakened the hands of one large bolder of 
wheat, and he sold out, which led to @ rumor 


‘that a New York house had failed; but the 


rumor was not verified, and the market reacted 
some after declining about 4c on June deliv- 
eries and 3c for this month. Corn declined about 
ge under the pressure of 2,064 car-loads received 
besides canal arrivals, and oats broke lic on 
June deliveries, being a break about equal (on 
the per cent) to that in the case of wheat. The 
decline in pork was about 2% per cent. 
Mess pork closed 224% @25c lower, at $9.8844@9.85 
seller June and $9.9244@9.9 for July. Lard closed 
12%c lower, at $6.574@6.00 seller June and $6.60 
@6.62% for July. Short riba closed at $6.07% for 
July. Spring wheat closed 1X%@3c lower, at 
Sunk for May and Look for June.

Oats closed %@lc lower, at Silke for May and 
30%@30\c for June. Rye was nominally lower, 
at 88@85c cash. Barley was unchanged, extra 3 
selling at 65c. Hogs closed weak at 100 decline,

heavy. Cattle were dull and weak, with sales at 
$2.50@4.55. 

There was a quiet and easy market for dry- 
goods. There was a fair demand from the local 
and near trade, but aside from that the move- 
ment was of small proportions. Boots and shoes 
were dull. In the grocery market continued fair 
activity was noted and the market maintained a 
fairly firm tone. Sugars are in liberal demand 
and showed strength. There was a dull and 
easy market for dried fruits. Fish were in good 
request, with Holland herring, cod, and white- 
fish quoted lower. Pricesof butter were un- 
changed. Cheese remains weak under free of- 
ferings a restricted demand. Jobbers of 
oils report a continued quiet trade. The only 
change in prices was a decline of 2@3c in Nos. 1 
and 2 lard oil. Bagging remains dull, aud we 
note a reduction in cotton seamless bags and 
burlaps of . Coal and pig-iron were dull. 

Lumber was in fair demand and steady. The 
orders from the country are more numerous 
and liberal, and local dealers are buying more 
freely at the sale docks. Prices are steadier. 
Wool showed little change. Small orders for 
new are filled, but there is scarcely enough here 
to draw out Eastern buyers,and bidding and 
asking prices seem to be as far apart as ever. 
Seeds were nominal. 

Broom-corn and hides were steady. Green 
fruits were slow, and berries declined under 
heavy offerings, while foreign fruits were 
steady. Potatoes and poultry were quiet. 

Lake freights were moderately active and 
firm. Carriers held out early for an advance of 
A, but charters were reported subsequently at 
5c for corn to Buffalo. 

Rail freights were quoted steady. New York 
rates were We on grain and We on provisions.
